Prefaces are rarely read, therefore this will be 
hrief. Being large dealers in Bird Foods, and hav- 
ing a business that extends from Halifax to Van- 
cf)uver. we are frequently asked for a book on the 
treatment of Cage liirds in general, and Canaries 
in particular, and not knowing any book of the 
kind in Canada that was written to supply the 
popular demand, we have done our best to fill what 
we believe to be a long-felt want. 

Besides relating our own experience, we have not 
hesitated to consult the best British works of 
authority and are particularly indebted to "Dyson's 
Book mi Birds" an.l "Cassell's Canaries and Cage 
Birds," the latter being an expensive work and 
rather beyond the limited means of many of our 
most enthusiastic breeders. We have noticed that 
mar.y different dealers have issued books treating 
on cage birds, and have drawn largely on both these 
works, but have not thought tit to give the credit 
where it was due. 

Only fragments of time in a busy business life 
have been devoted to this work, and no claim is 
made to literary style, but if the book is a real help 
to the public generally— and perhaps some of the 
more experienced bird fanciers may find it useful— 
we will consider that our labour has not been in 
vain.

THE mCLGIAX CAXAUi'. 

The Hel-ian Canary, so ealled because orij;iu- 
ally from Belgium. A fancier should not enter 
on H.'l-ian bn-eding without three qualifications, 
VIZ., ability to put up with disappointment; per- 
severance; and great gentlen.'ss. Whoever ean 
breed Belgians can breed any kiml of Canary.

In hreedi.ifr, the hirds selected should be of 
^".od lenjrth. Tlu- back should be broad and 
tull. There is always a sort of furrow between 
the shoulders when the birds are worked into 
posi.ion, but fret those as well filled in as pos- 
sible. Some old breeders desif^nate this "well 
padded between the shoulders." A nice square 
shoulder ,s also desirable, as is also good length 
of wmg a.ul tail. As length of wing adds to 
the length of side-see that the hen has a long 
nicely tai)ered. slender neck and good depres- 
sion of head. Have these two characteristics in 
both birds if you ean; but if you have it well 
developed in the hen you could sacrifice it (if 
unavoidable) to an extent in the male to get 
l)lenty of frame and size of body in him. The 
W.est should be a sort of an elliptical oval, slop- 
ing froLi the ribs and collarbone to the breast 
bone, with a graceful sweep towards the tail. 
The legs should be straight and long and the 
thighs well covered with body feather. The feet 
and claws of a high bred bird are most finely 
shaped, and are a good test by which to judge 
uiuit the birds ancestors have been '

Jilakstoii was not very far from the 
truth. Thei-e is, however, a very wide difference 
between the Lancashire bird of the present day 
and his Dutcli relation, ay the former is a much 
more spri^ditly bird and more elejjrantly shaped, 
the Dutchman beinfr very lnmberin<r in appear- 
ance in comjiarison. 

This iiiii)rov<'ment in the Lancashire bird is, 
no doul)t, due lo having' at various times been 
crossed with hii'<j:e Yorksliires and also with 
Norwich birtls. Tl)e Jjaneashire strain liavin^ 
been thorou^ddy established, such erossinfrs are 
not now necessary. 

Lancashires are shown in two classes, viz., 
("oppies and Piainlieads — the i)lainheads bein<j: 
the non-crested yo\injr of the coppics.

One of 
the hu'gest and most successful exhibitors at bird 
shows in Canada gives a little to his finches all 
tlie year round, mixing it with their ordinary 
food. He flunks that for giving a good, bright, 
i-l(»se, compact plumage it has no equal. 

Caiuu'ies do not reipiire so much as goldfinches, 
etc., a little now and then being ample. Some 
breeders who give canaries a little, do not give 
them any at breeding time, as they think it has 
a tciulency to nuike the hen birds egg-bound, 
whereas, as. we luive already stated, ottier breed- 
ers believe that it helps a bird considerably dur- 
ing that period.

other food. In tryiiifr to raise a young brood of 
nioekinfr birds, cardinals, etc., by feeding the 
l)<irents too liberally, ill-success will often result, 
the reason being that meal-worms are so very 
tempting that the old birds tind it impossible to 
resist swallowing a good many by niis*^ake ; 
neglect of the young l)rood follows, whilst the 
old birds are so niudi stimulated that they want 
to build a fresh nest and lay again before their 
l)ropei- time. To get a good supply you only 
have to tip the miller's Itoy, who will sacrifice 
half his diiuier hour f<.r your benefit — and his 
own — in hunting for them. If you would be 
iii(lei)endent, b\iy a pint from some miller or 
flour and f<'ed dealei'. Put them into a deep 
eaiHieii pan or tin with a lf»t of bran, pea meal, 
crushed oats, mix in also a bit of old sacking 
and a i)iece of old newspaper, and a little cotton- 
wool, etc. In a short time these meal-worms will 
change into beetles, lay their eggs and start a 
!)!<:■ family in a small way. Be sure that the 
sui)i)ly of food is adecjuate to the support of tlie 
inhabitants. Keep in a moderately warm place 
for frost will destroy them, hence the need of 
tlie cotton wool.

Tivood'mg canarios is a very interesting and 
fascinating pursuit. It atl'ords great pleasure to 
the children to rear a nest of beautiful birds, and 
they are always interested in watching the nest 
building, seeing the patience of the mother bird, 
noticing the hatching aiul daily growth of the 
young birds, and their development in song. In 
addition it can be iuade very profitable. We 
have often known working juen make over a 
hundred dollars a year after all expenses are 
l)ai(l and have heard of people being able to 
show five or six hundred dollars a year for their 
trouble aiul labour. Of course a great deal de- 
pends on how many ])airs are breeding, allow- 
ing ten young cues to a pair is an luuler estimate 
and of these about half will be singei's and the 
other half hens. And the singers are worth about 
four times as much as the hen. A great denl 
necessarily dejyends on (he time, attention and 
skill iriven to the birds in addition <o the owner's 
ordinary occupation.

It is most advisable to g^ive the hen a clean 
freshly lined nest pan after each brood is raised 
and before she {joes to nest a^'ain. Though the 
old ones may .show jio sijrns of insect life, they 
may nevertheless be there ; and even if there are 
none, a clean fresh lined nest is certainly much 
sweeter and more healthy for the hen. as well as 
for the health of the younjr brood. 

The nest is best i)laced in the middle of the 
cajr<'. between the two perches, facin*,' the front 
door of tlH> cage, as by placing it in this position 
it is handy to get at. If it is placed at the end, 
it should be hung on the back about three inches 
from the corner, so as to let the old birds have 
free access round the nest for feeding. It also 
allows the droppings from the young to leave 
the nest freely and nol clog the corner of the 
cag.>. iiuiking a harbour for insects. -lust a little 
above the perches is a very good height for the 
nest to hang. 

The daily food should be good clean seed, 
canary, millet, and ra])e well mixed. The

Cleanliness is esj)eeially necessary durin<r the 
liivediiij,' season, hut try to distnrl) the birds as 
little as possible -always move slowly around the 
I'li'ds. I, ice are particidarly annoying' at this 
tniie, and they breed very rapidly in the nest; 
It is then fore well to dust the nest and caj^'e 
i'i-e<|iienti\- witli insect ))o\vdei'. 

After fh<' bii-ds have been eared for, and had 
their bath iwice a week if they wisli, unless 
son)e ailine;it recpdres attention, leave them to 
their own ]tleasures. Too close attention and 
trecpieiit takin<i' down the ca^e to show the pair 
to visitors, have se])araled many mates, and 
mined the pi'ospects that jrave promise of a 
huye and beaut ifr.l fanuly. Quarrels sometimes 
occur when the ]>air aj'e first put toji:ether, and 
if hard and .'ontinned, the male should be put 
back III Ills own ca^v af^ain for a day or two ami 
then they may try ai.'ain. Tsually the disaL'ree- 
ment is brief, but some females take a settled 
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iivfi'siori tu ;i pjirticiilar- iiuilf and will never 
jiair with liiiu. in .sueli a ease elianjje tlie 
female. 

Some pails ai'e vei-y liaekwacd, and seem to 
waste two oi' tlii'ee weeks" time linildinir the nest 
in the moi-innj.^ oidy to tear it in pieces in the 
afternoon, with an occasional attemjjt on the 
part of the female to sit some of the time, the 
pair lias not really mated, one or the other not 
l)ein<r in condition. (Jive more fresh e<,'<r food in 
the early afternoon, for where there are no (juar- 
rels, there will, in almost every case, he perfect 
nmtin<r, and later efr<,'s. The first efrjr, a small 
sea-<rreen eolonr, is laid on the ei<rhth day after 
matinjr, and one ejrjj: is laid each day until the 
Iayin<r of from four to seven ejr^'s is complete. 

Tk.sti.\g Eggs. — After the hen has been sitting; 
three or four days, if you have a steady hand 
take the iie.st out of the cage and carefully lift 
the e^'^j.'s up one by one l)etween your fingrer and 
thumb (takin<r <rreat care not to press them at 
all, or you will find yourself miims the ejrjr) and 
hold them ,i\) to the lijrht.

The 
way to perform this operation is to place your 
finger and thumb on eitiier side of the bird's 
abdomen, where the OiZfT lios, being sure that you 
have got your finger and thumb behind the egg, 
and that it is bound to come in the direction of 
the vent; put a little pressure on, very little, and 
gently work the egg down. After steaming it 
will often come in this way with th" little extra 
pressure given by the finger and thumb. 

The pressure of the rg on the vent ea'ises the 
vein to expand, and .so the egg i)a.sses. But it is 
not safe for a novice to do unless he is certain

Keep the young birds confined to the nest 
until they are three weeks' old, if possible, by 
which time they can use the perch. If then the 
hen bird is inclined to pull the feathers, the 
.voung ..lay be j)ut in a eage with the father bird, 
and he u ill feed them as long as it is neces- 
sary. The young can crack and eat soaked rape 
when they are si.x weeks' old. Be sure the rape 
s<'<'(l is fresh and good, for it soon ffoe.s sour 
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wIh'H soHked. A very little only should be soak- 
•'(1 at n time, ft is a {rreat advantaf?e to supply 
birds in the intermediate staj^e with ground 
seed. C;anary seed is of course the staff of life, 
l)Ut a variety of other seeds can be used with 
l)enefit. The coffee mill will come into use; it 
ean be set to grind fine or merely crush, doing 
in fact little else than crack the husk, a feat the 
young bird cannot as yet accomj)lish for itself 
<'r o.dy with some difficulty. A mixture of 
caiuiry, a little millet, linseed, and even a pinch 
«.f hemp seed can all be passed through the mill 
and put inside the cage. One les.son at a time 
IS sufficient, and until they learn to eat their 
seed they should not have to go far to find it. A 
week of this kind of treatment will go a long 
way towards maturijig the birds; and if a little 
whole seed be added, and it is seen that thev can 
hull it without trouble it is time to think of 
transferring them to a large flight cage, where 
they will have room to exercise their wings. The 
larger and roomier it is the better for the birds, 
for it is here they do their growing, and for the 
first eight weeks of their lives they ought to 
liave nothing else to think about. Overcrowd- 
ing nnist be avoi.led and amj)le perch accommo- 
dation provided. It is the want of this that 
leads to quarrelling, for birds hav.' their own 
particular <'orners and places t(. sit and roost 
Ml.

uring her fourth season. 
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as s\w was }r,.tti„o. ao-.^l, I tliou-lit I n„u]cl leave 
tlM' male l.ird with Ikt to assist in feeding, so 
tliat the strain mi-ht not be so ^'reat on her, but 
wlHMi the younfr were hatched she would neither 
l<'avp tlie nest for food herself, nor yet scarcely 
nse to o-ive the youner any. This went on for 
a day or two; the yc.unjr I noticed were making 
no progress, so 1 removed the male and let her 
go o.i by herself. The male bird, though very 
attentive and kind, was evidently not a welcome 
guest, even in her old age while bringing up her 
young, for i,e had not been removed an hour 
before she was off and on the nest in her usual 
style, feeding the young as hard as she could 
•"ul n. the course ..f a day they began to im- 
prove wonderfully; so that you see, if I had not 
removed the male. I should either have had to 
remove the young ones to a foster-parent or 
have lost them. On the other hand, there are 
hens that are excellent mothers so long as they 
Iiave a good male bi.-d to help them, but whicli 
<"■*• not so hy tlien.selvos; so that the avicultur- 
ist must be <.ntin'ly guided by circumstances. 
Ag.un, there an> stmic hens that will neither feed 
nith a male bird nor yet without one, and will 
neve.- uutke good mothers, but are like some 
people, naturally lazy, and seeking on]y luxuries 
for themselves, while their bairns can starve. 
Such hens, unless good bred birds, are not worth 
liccping; but ii tiiey are well bred birds, then it 
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is advi.sal)le to keep them and remove their eggs 
to foster-i.arents, of which it will pay you" to 
keep a few to rear the young. 

Foster Parents, by which is meant hens, or 
pairs of common birds, which you have person- 
ally proved, or know to be good feeders. These 
air invaluable for rearing the better or Jiigh- 
elass birds in cases where the parents will uot 
feed, or where you do not wish to exhaust their 
strength by so doing. Of course you must allow 
those foster-paicnts to go to nest in the usual 
way, and when they commence to sit remove 
their eggs, putting those you wish them to rear 
under them, giving the common or foster-par- 
ent's eggs to the good hen to sit the usual time, 
tliat she may not come on to lay again so quicklv.' 
Kkmovixg De.vd Yoing.— Keep a look out for 
any crushed dead ones; if you do not find the 
hens off you can soon detect this (if tJie young 
ones are about a week old they will soon smell) 
if you put your nose as close as you can to where 
the nest is. In this case you must bring the lien 
off for the .sake of the safety of the others, and 
ivmove the dead one. Some mothers throw <,ut 
the dead into the bottom of the cage. But if 
you bring tlie hen off do it gently. Your finger 
raised against the side of the nest is usually 
sufficient to make her hop off, or a sprav of fresh 
watercress will often coax a hen off. You can 
then do wiiat you wish witii the nest.

'•-..selves . httle a few days before, and some 
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cannot food Tlieniselvos sufficiently until they 
are a few days over the four weeks. You must 
watch that they do lu.t call for the parents, for 
if you tiiid a youn<r bird ruiuiiiijr about the Qnge 
with its feathers all ruffied up, almost on end, 
and whininj;, after you have removed it from the 
parents, you may rest assured that that youi.^' 
birrl is not takinp: sufficent food to nourish it" 
and is best returned to the parents for a day or 
so. or to the male bird if he has been finishinj,' 
them off. In tiie case of a ^)air of birds bein<? to- 
Jfethcr and the hen sitting', the younj? bird or 
birds must i)e returned to them in a nursery 
••age hunji- in front of the breeding cage, and 
the iKale will give them food through the wires. 
If they were allowed to go back into the breed- 
ing cage while the hen is sitting they would 
plague her, and possibly spoil or bmik the 
eggs by jumping on to the top of her while sit- 
ting on the nest.

<listinguished at this time of the year, if the bird 
is in a fairly good conditiou, by catching any 
(loul)tful s))ccimen and blowing up the feathers 
on the vent. In the case of a male bird the 
vcut proti'iules in aii inward curved direction, 
while that of a lieu is })e!fcrtly flat, or. if al ail 
pi'omincut, it lies in a direct line with the tail, 
ind is als(» more expansive. The head and eyes 
of a male bird have also a much bolder appear- 
ance: the coloiu- is richer under the undermandi- 
ble, and th<' voice more shrill than that of a hen. 
A male bird is also better filled in with the short 
feathers at flic base of the tail, and altogether 
has a iiiiicli more jaunty appearance. 

There is no .vay of determining the agi' of . 
canary, but after th.- first yi^uv the scales on the 
legs become coarsei'.

causes an irritation of the skin, but give her a 
l>ath with some (puissia in the water. This will 
rid her of any insects much better than dusting, 
as birds that bitlhc do not dust themselves unless 
tliey cannot get water to batlie in. Of course 
there are birds at liberty in the Open air that 
dust themselves in the roads and on the sand 
beds, but these birds, as a rule, are not bathers. 

Care in Keei'inu Green Food. -Green lood 
kept in water in warm weatlier is also much more 
troubieso.'ue to keep, as it turns rank very quick- 
ly with the heat, and you cannot be too careful 
not to give your birds any, even in a slightly- 
turned condition, or aeute inflammation will be 
sure to speedily follow, which is easier brought 
on than stopped, so that the old saying is ever 
true, "Prevention is better than cure." 

Causes of Failure.— Nothing mars or de- 
presses the heart and spirits of a fancier so much 
as wlien he has got together a nice little stock in 
the best of fettle, witli room and everything in 
good order, to have it blighted with failure. It 
nuikes the old hands feel down, so its pangs 
must be keeidy felt by the young beginner. I 
am very sorry to know that young fanciers are 
often misguid.>d and made the tools of a certain 
body of people attril)nting those failures to the

Cark IX THK Use of Hemp Seed. — It is not ad- 
visable to jrive hemp to the adult birds exeept 
when they are feedinj,' younjr, unless a spell of 
very eold weather durinpr the early part of the 
season sets in. Then a little in a very spariiii,' 
manner may be friven oeeasionally. Hemp is 
often the cause of hens not layinfj: and of males 
not fertilisii.fr their esrtrs, as birds fed liberally 
on this soon <ret over-fat: but while parents are 
feeding youn<r there is not the fear of their 
jrettiu}; over-fat, as they simply fill themselves 
with the seed, then immediately go to the nest 
and relieve themselves of it by feeding the 
young. I have never found the slighest harm 
oeeur from eriving the parents a liberal supply 
of it while feeding, but as soon as they eease 
feeding a brood, diseontinue the supply of hemp 
until they are <;oing to feed another brood, and 
so on. 

Regilatioxs in Hot WE.\.TnEK.--Now, as the 
temj)erature increases it will be found of great 
benefit to reduce the quantity of egg food given 
at a time to tiie old birds feeding young. What 
I mean is tluK, if you have been in the habit of 
giving egg food twice a day, reduce the amount 
by giving it in smaller quantities oftener, if

By this means yon very largely check this 
malady; should y(^u, however, have the misfor- 
tune t(t have any young attacked with i1 give 
one (lroi> of best castor oil dirtH't into the beak 
to clear the bowels, and it' they are still on d'^^fC 
t'<»o(l add to it as nuich of the finest pure arrow- 
root as will lie on a five cent piece, and add to 
the drinking water a t(>as[>oonful of lime water, 
or give cold strong lea to di-ink instead of water. 
A few drops of chlorod,\ne in the water is also 
very good, but the birds detest the smell of it 
;ind will not go to it iniless they ai'e parched 
with thii'st.

IIow TO RiN(; YorxG Birds. — If well matui'cd, 
rinjr on the seventh or eijriith day, the ninth day 
beinjr quite early enough if they have only mad(^ 
fair projrress. The date mentioned is when tlu; 
youn<r birds can kee]) the nest clean themselves. 
If the rin;j: is i)ut on before the parents have to 
stoj) taking away the di'oppin<rs the hen in clean- 
in<r the nest may see the I'in;; and try to take it 
away, and thus cai:se tro»d)le by bitiiijr the feet 
otf her younjrsters or otherwise injurin^r them. 
If care is taken to follow the directions care- 
fully on this point trouble with the hens in this 
way will very seldom, if ever, arise. When the 
younjr are seven to nin«' days old. lift the nest- 
pan (|inetly out of th.e breedinjr ca^e aiul stai il 
i1 on the table in front of the window, so that 
you can .see what you are doinfi^.

The ix'ivhcs should not he made of hard 
wood, nor should they be too smooth or thin, 
soft wood is i)referal)le. The perehes shouhl he 
of such thiekness that the elaws of the bird may 
f,M. about half way around them; instead of be- 
in.tr the thiekness of a peneil as is too frequently 
the ease, they should be nearly twice that, oval in 
section with the broad ui)peririost. 

Ta-cs should always Juive false bottoms that 
will draw out. as they are more c(.nvenient for 
•"I'-anin- and there is less chaiu-e of disturbing' 
th.> bird. If you wish to catch the bird m the 
cau'c always remove the perches first.

And wiiat is "feed.'" Perliaps lialf a dozen 
Id'eeders would ;.;ive as many dill'ei'ent feeipes, 
liut llie aetixc au'eiit in eaeli would be cayenne 
pepper, which can be mixed with chopped e<r^' 
and sweet l)iscuit or ci'umbs or any of the soft 
composition which birds ai'c fond of. Ke<.>ard- 
inu' the .uiio'.'.nt of cayenne to he ^iven, a \vell 
known autlioi'ity from wh(»m we ha>e (pioted 
freely in lhis cha|>ter says, "We I'lcotumend to 
bc'jin with, one chopped e^<:- with its ecpial bidk 
of sweet liiscuit mixed with a traspoonful nf 
rayeiuie. The (plant ity can 1m' increased or 
lessened as the bii'ds seem to thrive u|)on it. and 
it cm be incrc sed almost ad injinifinii in some 
instances, as there is no mistake about the birds 
beiuL:' fond (if it. (live seed vei'\- sparingly so 
hiUL'' as the birds continue to dd well on soft 
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J Ur cxp.'i-KMicc of a season will do more 
towards t.'acliin- a fancier the actual routine of 
tills pait of his business than a whole volume of 
iiisti'iiction." 

Havinjr once l)e<run the colour feedinj; it is 
"•''••'ssary that it should he done re-idarFv, not 
tV.Mlin- it for two or three days, and then' for- 
jr<'ttin^r it f,„. a ,iay or two; the result of this 
would he that the l.ird would have a blotched 
or patched appearance, some places of the plum- 
a-e would be a bri-h(. and others a pale colour, 
sliowiufi' at once irrejrular colour feeding. It 
does not do to feed them one day say at"ei-lit 
<''<'lock in the morninjr and the next at four 
"■••l"<-k in th.- afternoon. If you want an even 
••••lour you cannot be too systematic and rejrular. 
W. Rudd. a well-known Enjrlish specialist on 
•-aiiaries. says, "If yon want to feed for First 
Feather Shows commence three or four days 
aft.-r b.Mnj.' hatched. If for Second Feather 
Shows when about six weeks old. With vour 
"I'l liinls be-in before they start lo moiilt a 
Mii^h" feath.'r. In all cases birds may be fed 
from the nest with advantajre. 

"When feediufr for colours, keep the cajje 
fronts covered nearly down to the bottom of the 
wires to avr.id too much li-ht on the birds dur- 
iiijz the moult. Many use brown paper tacked on 
the top oL eacii cage, then you can lift it up 
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wlu'ii you want to open the door or look at them. 
I prefer a piece of clean, white linen ; the latter 
will also usually tell you if you have any para- 
sites about, as they will get on this, and can 
easily be seen. " ' you desire to feed young birds 
for exhibition, they must be 'tailed and flighted,' 
i.f., tiie flight and tail feathers all drawn, as 
young birds retain such feathers until the 
second moult consequently, if not drawn out 
the colour will not enter into these feathers, and 
they will show very vhite in contrast to all the 
rest of the plumage. Personally, 1 am against 
this practice, but whilst it is the fashion to show 
so (and a level coloured bird must stand before 
one *hat is not) and you wish to be in the run- 
ning, it must be done. If you have never done 
any tailii^' and flighting do not start on a good 
bird at first, but get some experienced fancier 
to do a few birds for you ; keep your eyes wide 
open while he is doing it, and then with a little 
care and ordinary intelligence you should be 
able to j)erf()rm the task without giving the bird 
scarcely any pain. Clumsily done, nuuiy a good 
bird has been 'hip-winged' by the jirocess. Old 
l)irds, of course, do not require this, as they 
moult luiturally all their feathers.

Feedin- on cayenne pepper is, in my opinion, 
I'oth cruel and in.jurious to the l.irds, and I shall 
tti"refore say iK.thin- about it. There is one 
•li.'tlM.d for feedin- hi.-ds for colour, by means of 
"i'tiu'al food, which I r.rouniiend. I allude to 
"Kiri-old tlouvrs. Some of the best coloured 
l»inls that h^ve ever be.-n shown were fed, as far 
as colour is coii.-ern.'d. only on mari-old. Not 
"Illy is no injury .lone to the birds bv this mode 
'•r fecdin- but r am convinced there is some 
l"-"P''i't.v in lli,.se How.Ts that is beneficial to 
them. Th.' best way to -ive these flowers to the 
J'lrds is to fix the stalks in the wires so that the 
fh.wers may be close („ the perch. Thev will eat

This would not, in that 
eas,\ l)c ]iroduced even if the bii'ds were fed on 
the stron-i'est colour food mixture instead of 
mariuolds, to the extent it would be if tin; birds 
were also bred for colour. There musi nahirally 
be colour (juality in the bird itself to produce 
yood colour. 

I have been informed by very reliable ])reeders 
that some birds have been well colour-fed on a 
pre[)ai'anon of tomato skins, but how they were 
prei)ared and ])reserv(Hl 1 have not heard, liut 
it they can be preserved, without beint;- mixed 
with an\- other coioui'inji' matlei", they would be 
most wholesome.

finement are exposed to more maladies than 
those that live at larpe. This trouble is caused 
lai-<rely by want of cleanliness, by lack of ^'ravel 
in the ea^es, and by hai'frin<r the cajre in such a 
place that the bird is in a draufrht of air, thus 
eausinjr it to be affected by cold, loss of voice, 
asthma, etc. These nudadics are jrreatly in- 
creased by ^'ivin;. birds various kinds ol" delica- 
cies, such as candy, suuar, i)astry, etc. In this 
eomuH'tion we want to say that a bird's health 
aiul son<r (!■ peiul laryrely upon the selection of 
seed or other food for it. If properly fed ami 
supplied with pure fresh water, the ca«re rej.ni- 
larly cleaned and kept free from insects, disease 
will seldom make its appearance. One very 
frecpient cause of trou.ble is han.irin<r the bird 
close to the lop of the window with the sash 
lowered about a foot, thus causir.j>: a stron<r 
lrau«rht of air or i)Uttin<r the caji-e in a room 
which is kept veiw warn (hiring' the day and 
very cold at uiirht. 

When a bird is in ^:ood health his appearance 
is usually sleek and smooth with the feathers 
iyinir closely to his body. When you perceive 
him sitting dull and stupid and all hunched 
up, something iw out of order. In this chapter

A second injection if needed may be <rivcn in a 
few minutes. 

Ei'iLKi'SY AND Fits. — This is caused by too rich 
food or too fiv(pient matin<r, either one of 
which may cause a partial suspension of the 
heart's action; or it may be caused by frifiht. 
When the bird is attacked hold the ca^re in the 
fresh air and sprinkle a few drops of ice cold 
water on the bird's head. If possible discover 
the cause. Hanging the cage in the hot sun 
sometimes causes fits; in this case smelling salts 
are required in addition to the water. The diet 
should 'h^ carefully regulated. Add more rape 
seed to the food.

At most important fall exhibitions there are 
usually various classes of ea<re birds shewn, in- 
cluded under the head of INmltry, but the' in- 
crease of Cajrc Hii-d Societies, throu'rh the 
Dominion. ])roves that tlio study ami breeding' of 
onr feathered jx-ts is jrcttinj; more important, ami 
provinj; more intercstin«r to the «reneral public.

He is 
a native of Hnjrlaiid and most parts of Kuro])e, 
and they have heen imported and natitrali/ed in 
Cnba and Affiea. 

The illusti'ation. at tli.' head of the chapter, 
shows, as well as can he (hme with one eoloni', 
th;' inafkin;; of the hied. lie is a feally aris- 
tocfatic lit^^le "icntleman. The front of the head 
is of most vivid scarlet, aiui a hroad mary:iii of 
similar eolonr surrotuids the base of th(> beak; 
a black strijx' passin<,r aronnd the back of the 
head and down on each side of th(^ neck, in 
front of wliii'h there is a whi*e sjiot : the neck 
and back are a beantifnl bi'own, the feathers of 
the wiiiji' and tail bein<:' of velvety Itlack with 
whitish tips, and havin<i: a brijrlit ji-olden strijx' 
ab(>nt an inch lonji' on the wiii<is. The female 
bircl is smaller and not so iiandsome. 

Tin; (ioLDi'iNCii. of all parlour birds, is cer- 
tainly one of the most deli<rhtful, f<ii' it is a 
very sprijrhtly, beautiful bii'd, and is vei'y att'ee- 
ti"nate. docile, and intellij:-ent. It is very happy 
in an aviary, but should not be confined to a very 
sjnall eajje, as he is so n^stless that he is scarcely 
evei' still, and is eoiitininilly elimbinj; about, 
tryinL' all the wires of the ca^'e, and twirlin<i[ 
his beak alon^' them. On this account he ou^dit 
not to be kept in a bell-shaped cajic as he is apt 
to gioW ^iiluy, biit ;f; r. Svjliale cMye irOiii It'ii tu 
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sixteen iiielics l(tii;x. Dyson says in liis book 
on Hird-kcepiiiy, "He is very easily tamed, and 
may he safely allowed a Hifrht around his room 
while his eajre is Ix'in^^ cleaned. lie is eapal)lo 
of <"reat aTtaelimenI to his owner, and may he 
lan^rlit various amusing tricks, such as tiriiij; off 
cannon, dra<r<rin<,r a little wa^''<,'on up an inclined 
plane into liis caji'c, openiufr a box for his seed, 
rin^Mu-r a hell for it, and liaulinj.' uj) water from 
a little well underneath the ca^M' ; and al' these 
he will learn \ovy i-eadily and without any 
coercion. Some of the tricks which professional 
exhibitors of l)irds nutke a trade by, 1 fear eaxise 
their canaries and ;;oldfinclics a jrreat deal of 
sulTeriny, and much cruelty is practised to make 
them |»roficient in them; hut I have fauirht jrold- 
tinches all the accomplishments mentioned, ex- 
cept liriny' otf cannon, without difticulty, and 
they have ai)peared delijrhted to exhibit their 
cleverness. One <if my biiiis lived in a ca^e 
m;ide with a seed box attached t(. tlie wooden 
hack, and he always lifted up the lid when lie 
wanted a seed, and so(»n *<:Vi-\\ so crafty as to 
take out two or three seeds at a time, and |)ut 
them by his side between the wires. I tau^dit 
hi»n this in a couple of (iays by fastening- a i)ieee 
of silk round the lid and jj:ra(lua!ly lo ...rin«r it 
till it was (piite closed, and he learned nearly 
as soon to draw up a little silver bucket vvith 
water, fr.tm the glass which formed a well, 
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suspended ])v wiivs I'vun tlic bow window 
attaclicd to liis ciiov. 1,1 i|,,, fl,„„. Qf tiji^ ^^..j^ .^ 
hole, aci-oss wliich went a narrow l)ridge of 
wood, to wlii.-li a little rinj: was fastened, 
attached lo a tiny silver chain lioldinrr the 
l.nckrt. whir-h wa>^ ahont the size of u thimble. 
I drew the bnckct up to the bi-idfe at first and 
fastcord il while tii(> iiii'd drank the water, then 
h't it down and ivlillcd it. and drew it uj. nearly 
to tile top. and I <iradually left a lon<rer and 
h'lii^cr Icimth of chain between the brid-re and 
the bucket. The bii-d soon found out that he

pleased With his new abode. Of course, care

hiiidfancc to il,,' I.u,.l<,.rs fall into the wfll to

ni""ility of fl,issee<l, for it uill cause hhn.iness 
and excissive falness. 
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( loldfinclirs liavt' been known to live, eonfiuod 
in a ca^c, j'oi- sivtccii oi- twenty years; and 
tlioujxh tliey may lose tlieif hfijilit colours, they 
retain tlieir aetivil\' and elieerfidness of dispo- 
sition. Their food in tlieir wihl state consists 
chiefiy of the seeds of weeds. <it'oiindseI. Iiui"- 
dock. and fhisth'. ol' wliich hist lie is so fond that 
he is often culled the ' ' 'riiistledinch. " He is also 
fond of tei!s<'l seed (see jjaj/e 4;{ i . Lettuce and a 
thist!.' head should often he tiiveii to i:'i)ldtiiiches ; 
cahha^c seeds he also appi'oves of, and in cou- 
Mnenient lie should have these occasionally. In 
a caiz'c lie should have maw seed mixed with 
canary and rajx' seed, and also atiout one ouiice 
of in^a seed, of which lie is very fond, to one 
|»ound of the (ilher sei'd. As llieii- hill, thou.u'h 
sharp as a needle, is in youiiij' hirds <|uite soft, 
and though fond of rape and canary seed, they 
cannot readily crack it until they ai'c at least 
two years old. it would always he wclf (o soak a 
little canary and rape foi- thi'm. tliei-eli\- soften- 
in^r the hull an<l makiiii:' it a matter of uu trouhle 
foi- them to ci'ack. Ue sure that it is jzivtMi fi-esh 
tor when soaked the rape l;ocs sour in a few 
hours. And ocrasionall_\ . as a reward for some 
trick Ol- disi)lay of alVection. a few criislu'd hemp 
seed, which he should he made to take from the 
hand. .Most wild hirds, when captureil becoine 
in conlinement sullen and dispirited. Ward, of 
exercise and of a jteciiliai' kind of food so alters 
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the (|ii;!lil>- <ii' the Hiiids lliat fits ;iii(l ailments 
ensue: and the iiii'd mopes and soon dies. Not 
so with the <roldfineh. After iiis eajittirc lie eom- 
meiiees to I'eed on maw seed, iruxed in equal parts 
with ra|)e and i-auary, frisks ahoni the cafre and 
dresses his phnna^" without inanit'estiii;; the 
le st apparent revret for the loss of i-oinpa)iions 
or Jilierty. His heantv. meh'dy. and speedy vo- 
eoiieiliation to coiitinenieiit. rendei' him a desir- 
alile eoMi|)ainoii ; and he is captui'ed ti cheer us 
with his manner's and \(iire in aii's and I'eyions 
very dil'l'erent fi'om liis native thii'sty downs and 
apph' iilossom bowers. 

There are many \arieties of the iroldtineh, 
shown hy the <litVereni-e in markne^^s oi' eojouivs 
of the |tlum:,^.'. The highest pri/ed of these 
varieties are the searhM headed, which has the 
entire iiead cohiured in rich scarh-t or ci'imson ; 
there are no other markin;.is to mar the Isrilii- 
aney of colour on the head. This is a ver i-are 
and JM'aiitifu! \ariety. The wliitedti-easted 
('lievei';d rr Kini: (Mthllinch has a pure wliite 
lireast an<| clear wlute linj: aroinid the neek. 
This varietx is hi<:ld.v prized as a lireeder of 
white or handsomely marked <.;()ldtineh-('anary 
hyhrids. The white le^-o'ed vai-iety is cstoeiiied 
for the i-eadiness with winch he mates with the 
f<'male eanai-y. The Hlaek (Joldtineli is a variety 
which is obtained by keei)iim' the bird in elosii 
eonfiiKMuent in a darkened i-oom. 
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'I'iii' Ljoldtiiicli when cji-rrd .siii}.'s tliroujihout 
'lie viMf. ('\ccj)iinj_'' during' the moultiuu: scusoii. 
Mis s(>]\<j: is oil a lii^rli key, and a^Tccalilc, and 
I'liiiiiiiis many warhles, trills and t\vitterin«:- 
iiuti's. whicii arc inT«Tinin;.'-l('d in a most (•liarmin«r 
inaiihcr. Tdi- I>ir(l, durinj,'' the continuance^ of 
liis sonu- js in constant motion; and these lively 
mo\cmcnts, comhincd with his <rracet'ul form, 
dclicaicly lijcndcd colours, and sprii^htly son<i'. 
make him one of the most attractive ..i/d ol)jects 
\\i'h wliicli a home can he adoi'iied. (Toldtinclies 
may lie reared in cadres in the same manner as 
caiiai'ies. thcii- matiii<^' season ])e^nns in TJay. 

l>isi;.\.si;s.- The (loldtiiich has epilepsy, di- 
crrJKe;!. constipation, etc.. all of which may be 
treated in tlu' sime minnei- as like ailments in 
c;ii::irics. Decline or wastini-- is cured !)>■ chan^''- 
iii;' the diet to richer food. ^Mviim- freely apple 
or any fruit the bird will cat. and lean, raw, 
.juicy, si-i'aped href, (iiddiness may he treated l»y 
w ithdrau ini;- the nmw seed and feedin;,' on 
soaked millet and rape seeds.

In their n:itural state Chaftinehes are partially 
insectivorous, and althon;zh they are fond of 
the Nonnir shoots of ve<j:et:d)h>s, and do mischief 
liy eating- them as soon as they appear above 
,i:ronn(l. vet they (h) irreat service by destroyinjr 
ninubers of insects which would be fai' more 
(h'st nictive ; they are fond of the seeds of th(^ 
(h'ad netth' and jrroundsel. In the ea<jre, rape 
seed and canary seed in about e<pial quantifies 
with about an ounce of in<ra seed to one pound 
(•f tile othei's. and occasioiudly a few seeds of 
hemp may lie ^iven. but too much of tins seed 
is injurious to them. A little teasel seed now 
and then is a <rood thin^'. A i)iece of sweet apple 
or a little h'ttuce may be ^'iveii occasionally as a 
vai'iety. and they should have hti necasifmal meal- 
\Miim or some insects to aid difrestion and keep 
them in jrood son<r. Ant efrfjrs niaj' be also given 
oecasiotuilly. 

In confinement the Chaftinch is <j:enei-ally kejjt 
in a low oblon<i' ca^zt' ; a b(>ll-shaped cage makes 
him ^nddy, and he sin«,'s less in a large cage or 
aviai-y. Their food should l»e kept outside the 
eage, as they waste it very nuicli. In Germany 
chaffinches ai-e highly valued. An ordinary 
workman will think nothing of giving four 
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dollars for a hirij wlmsi' notes li' codsidt-rs <;ood, 
and it is said lit- w ill live upon broad and water 
until he can saw money to pureliase ti.e desired 
object. 

His wild notes are soft and nirllow, but have 
little variry; th"y aiv l!";ird vt'vy vavW in the 
year, for he seems v,M-y ambitious to be^Mii 
before any other of the feathtfed iiusii-iaiiN have 
<rot their instruments in order. 

They must have water for l)athin<r as well as 
drinkiiifr. They are sub.j.'.-t to di;.rrh(.-a and to 
obstruetion of the oil irl.ind. In the latter 
troulile, the <i'and. a small !)rotidirran.-e just 
al)ove thr tail, must be rarefully ojjened with a 
(in.- needle and afteiwards anointed with liulter 
and sujrar mixed t(/,,_eflier as , ii ointment.

Tlic lUackiii]) lias a sonjr socond only to the 
iii<ililiii>i';il(' in power and s\vo(>tness, atid it is an 
adiiiicahlc iiiiiiiic, learning' tiio notes both of the 
i-anai'v and iii^dilin^'ale, and iinitatin^j^ the latter 
so eivaefly that at ni^dit its son^ is fre(iuently 
mistaken for tliat of tiie nifrhtinfrale, and is often

It is a sinal! hird (about tive and three-cpiarter 
iiH'hes loii^) considering' the fullness of its song.

Tlie 
hack and winp: coverts are asli prey shaded witli 
olive brown, the pinions and tail are dark brown, 
ed<red with the same colour as the back; the 
i)reast is li<rlit grey, paler towards the throat 
and belly. The female ditTers froiii the male in 
beinK a trifle larji^er, while the cap on the head 
is a chocolate brown. His ca^^e should be the 
same as the nightinj^'ale's, about 15 inches long, 
12 broad, and 12 h:,di, and he prefers shade to 
suidight; therefore, should have a green baize 
roof to it. lie is fond of bathing, but the l)ath 
unist not be left in the cage. 

Tlis food should resemble that recommended 
for the nightingale, and he should be supplied 
with soft garden fruit, such as currants and 
raspberri;'s when in season, and as a treat a ripe 
|)eiir may be given. A few flies or spiders will be 
greedily devounMJ. In winter, grocers' curranl.s 
soaked in water until they are soft are good. 

The Black cap and most of the genus sulfer 
from ti'uder feet, and swellings or warts upon 
them.

His very strikiii<r musical talent, 
sui'|)assini.' all other sinirin<r birds, has ae(|uired 
for him the title of the kin<:: •>{ son<rsters. Many 
of these birds are used in (lerinany f(U' traininu; 
the St. Andrrasber*: i-oller canaries, as they arc 
masters of music. 

The bird is a native of l']uroi)e, and its stay in 
Kn<!land is only brief, namely from Ajjril to 
Septendier. when it mijrrates south. JMaiiy of 
them are trapped to supply tlie nuirkets of tlie 
world; comparatively few, however, arc brouglit 
to Canada. 

His food is ,' e sanu as that of the mocking 
l)ird. but lie reipiires more to feed him, for he is 
a great eater. Less than half the size of the 
mocking bir'd, he will eat double the (jiuuitity of 
fo.id. Von may never fear to give a nightingale 
as much food as he will eat. His ilaily bread and 
buttei' slionid be ju'epared moekii; ,'-bird food. 
\ary this with grated carrot, some fresli ripe 
fruit and berries. hard-l)oiled ('^xy::. ants' eggs, 
etc. lie is fond of meal-worms, and will sing 
better for every worm eaten. Keej) his cage, 
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I)ci-cli('s and f('c(liii<r dish vci y clean, and let him 
have a liath daily and keep him well supplied 
with hii-d <.^ravel. 

A <reiitleman who has been very successful in 
liis tfeatiiieiit (»f ni<rhtin<rales, a!id says he has not 
eaten a Cliristinas dinner for twenty years with- 
•>nt the niuhtintrale" sont'. fed them as follows: 
7 Ills, pea Mieal, L* Ihs. eo.irse oatmeal, 1 lb. moist 
su-ar, l'_, lbs. beef drippinjr, 1 lb. honey, 2 
(|n:ii'ts iieiMp seed, and 1 pint of maw seed. The 
drippino- and honey were melted toi-etiier in a 
sauce pan. and the meal and su^'ar well rubbed, 
NO as to leave no lumps in the ])aste ; th.eii the 
iiciap seed (crushed; and the nniw seed were 
added, and when cool ii was jMit in an earthen 
jar. A tea cur full of paste was mixed with a 
hard lioiled e^ro^. all pressed throu^di a fine wire 
sieve. This was sutlicient for five soft-billed 
birds and on this the nij^itinyales tlii'ove well.

The Skyliirk is entitled to a proiiiineiit posi-

skies," or as the |)et oi' some family cramped in 
lietweeii the narrow streets of some hir-^-'e city. 
Xo bird seems to aj)peal more iiowcrfully to Enjr- 
lishiiieii and wit I; siieh sturdy ehxpience. Even 
ill its caii'e the l^ark set'iiis compelled to use some

The 
Skylark should h.,vc a rnuiuv caj^^.. i„n- enon^di 
to allow him a run. the lun-er the better, and

boarded. It should be without perches, and the 
«o..r must be covered with .-ed -ravelly sand 
■'uu\ powdered ehalk, witli old mortar bruised 
This he deli-hts to roll in ami dust himself with. 
Me should have a piece of turf placed in the 
circular front of th.e cage, this should be fresh 
cut, if possible, or at least three times a week- 
tins may be kept fresh by waterinj. it and put- 
t'M- It 111 a saucer. TJie food and water should 
''<' outside the ca-e. Their food should consist of 
th.. yolk of ego., hard-boiled, and mi.xed with 
yi-;ited bread-crumbs varied uith a meal-worm 
ev(>ry day, ants' eggs, sponge cake, (ierman 
paste, a little lean meat now and tlici, water- 
cress, l.!ttuce, cabbage, etc. 

They sing best in a cage, and this should be 
placed in the o]„.n air on every sunny, warm 
day, so that they may have plenty of fresh air. 
They are apt t.. get their feet dirty and elogg<.d 
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\';^li hair, wodd, or any loose substance of the 
kind in which they can ontanfjle their long 
claws, if allowed to ran',^' the room or aviary; 
and if th(\v are not ver, carefully cleansed they 
will l)ccouic lame or lose their claws. Larks 
arc snlijcct lo all the ailments to which tame 
'lirds arc liable, and especially to diarrluea, for 
which they should have some sa<fron i)ut into 
the V atei- jilass, and a little <ri'ated clieese, old 
and dry, mixed with their food ; or a little ground 
i-iee may be <riven them, and now and then a 
sjnall spider. The Skylark has one malady pecu- 
liai- to it : the skin at the root of the beak becomes 
yellow and scabby, and for this it should Inive 
cooliii-;' fi.od, waterci-ess oi- lettuce, and ants' 
eggs and meal-woi'ms. 

The Sn<ylai'k is one cd' the best songsters of 
Knglaiid. and Knglish people everywhere are 
very fond dl' these birds. As you are doubtless 
aware, there is no such thing as a song bird 
natural In Australia; there are birds that chat- 
ter, birds that shriek, but no birds that sing. 
Amonji the many emi'ji'ants to the Australian 
gold r'cgidos was a \oung Knglisiiman, who 
stai'ted a store in the gold .sections, about two 
hundred miles from Alelbourne. lie was ([uitt^ 
})i'osperous, and, like a didiful son, wrote home 
for his father and mother to come and livi^ with 
him, and if they possibly could, to bring with 
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thrill n liirk. A lark was iirocurcd. and in duo 
tiinc. the (.1(1 f.,]ks aiul tlicir fcatlicivd cliar-ri' 
took ship and departed from Kn<,daiid. The old 
iiKiii, however, took tlie voya<;e so much to heart 
that he (li,.d, Init the woman and the lark arrive,! 
in s(.nnd health at Melbourne, and were speedily

In addition to the skylark's food, the Wood- 
lark may have sweet almonds blanched and 
maeei'ated with hemj) seed and roasted bullock's 
heart.

must be hard e^'<rs and bread crumbs. In its 
iiatui'al sta'e the woodlark eats inseets, <rnd»s 
and seeds of various kinds, and j,'reen food, the 
youuL;- shoots of wheat, etc.

'i he pi'cpai'ed mocking' bifd food can be had 
from any bird dealer, Imt it is well to buy it from 
some prominent dealer, so as to be sure and have 
it i'resh and pure. If not ])roperly uuide, the 
food is liable to become raueid, and in tliis state 
it is undesirable for the bird. If exposed to the 
air the prepared food will also become full of 
woriis or insects, and some object to feediujj^ the 
food in this couditiou. TIkm-o are inaii.v differeiit 
recipes L;i\('U for maknui' mocking- bird food, and 
\rvy Liood food can lie 'uade in the followilitr

Food. — The food now very frt'iierally ^j-iveu to 
all pari'ots ov<'i' four month.s old, consists of a 
mixture of e(jual parts of uidiulled rice or padda, 
hemp, and suntl(twer seeds; but the eti'eets of all 
food should lie watched, and any one of th*^ above 
which seems to disa^'ree with the bird must of 
course be wi'' leld. l'robal)ly lunety-iune par- 
I'ots in ever> one hundred thrive on the above 
mixture, (iive daily, if cjiten, a piece of cuttle- 
bone the size of a walnut. Parsley poisons. 
Never {rive any meat, boues or greasy food of 
any kind, as they cause diseases, {'ud ruin the 
plumage. Dainties from the table are usually 
indigestible and harmful. Fruits, such as apples, 
oranges, banaiuis, cherries, can be given, but only 
those proper for your special bird should be 
allowed in limited ([uantity. A vegetable red- 
j)epi<er jiod can be given every week or so, and is 
])articularly desirable during the moulting sea- 
son. A i)iece of raw onion, half the size of an egg, 
acts as a good tonic. Cracker, or stale but good 
bread, dry, or in water, is good daily ; water 
should always be given luke warm. Silver gravel 
in abundance slioidd be givsMi fre.sh daily for 
eating anil bathing. The cage or stand sliould 
be cleansed with water, o»' soap and water, 
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«;v(M'y third day. and ..ft,Mi.-r if nc-et-.v^arv. J^ath- 
i"^' II' sand is usual, water is unusual, "for par- 
n.ts; hut water haths should be -iveu aeeordin- 
to the h,.alth and needs of the bird, one to three 
tnn(.s a w-rk. throu-h the year.
